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PROBE SHOWS DEFECT IN NEW CTA CARS COULD HAVE LED TO BREAKS, DERAILING

CTA customers worn out by trains that con- 
stantly break down and smell like burning 
rubber might have thought their ride had fi- 
nally arrived last year when the first new rail 
cars in decades glided along “E’ tracks. 

But on the underbelly of the new stainless 
steel cars with fluted sides lurked a threat that 
was more serious than CTA officials could 
have imagined when they pulled the cars from 
service in December. 

Internally defective and potentially danger- 
ous steel parts from China that could break 
and lead to a derailment were installed on the 
cars manufactured for the CTA by Bombar- 
dier Transportation, according to the transit 
agenc/s internal investigation. 

The inferior craftsmanship found on the 
safety-sensitive parts in the rail car truck assem- 
bly which supports much of a train’s weight, 
raises serious questions about Bombardier’s 
quality-control process on the new generation 
of CTA trains, the investigation found. The 
CTA is the first transit agency to purchase the 
cars, known as the 5000 Series. The contract 
for 706 of those cars totals more than $i billion. 

Almost all the steel castings in question, 
manufactured for Canada-based Bombardier 
by joint venture partner Sifang foundry in 
Qingdao, China, were substandard and will be 
replaced, CTA officials said. Sifang is no lon- 
ger working on the CTA contract, they added. 

“It was an unacceptably high level of fail- 
ure at that one factory,” CTA spokeswoman 
Molly Sullivan said. “We are now satisfied we 
determined what the issue was, and we have a 
plan to get back on track.” 

The CTA disclosed the results of its inves- 
tigation to the Tribune on Wednesday after 
the newspaper told agency officials that CTA 
sources had detailed the probe’s findings 
about the defective parts. 

Sullivan said the agency’s goal is to reintro- 
duce the cars to passenger service by May i

and to have about 120 in operation by June. 

CTA officials insisted on improvements to 
Bombardier’s quality-control management, 
Sullivan said, adding that Bombardier officials 
could describe the enhanced processes now in 
place. 

But Bombardier officials, as they have in 
the past, declined Wednesday to answer ques- 
tions from the Tribune. 

“The bottom line is that we continue to 
work closely with CTA to resolve the situa- 
tion,” Bombardier spokeswoman Maryanne 
Roberts said in an email. 

CTA rail mechanics along with workers 
from Bombardier are disassembling the cars 
already delivered to Chicago, storing the car 
bodies and returning the truck assemblies, 
which contain the axles and wheels, to Bom- 


bardier for complete repairs. Bombardier 
scrapped all the castings made by Sifang, and 
all CTA cars will be outfitted with parts from 
two new suppliers, one in Germany and one in 
China, CTA officials said. 

In addition. X-rays, chemical tests of 
foundry samples and a computer analysis of 
the new castings will be conducted before 
they are installed, officials said. 

Bombardier is paying for all inspection and 
replacement work, providing the CTA with an 
extension on the rail car warranty and wiU re- 
imburse the CTA for any costs associated with 
the equipment problem, SuUivan said. The 
CTA will receive two extra days of warranty 
coverage for every day the cars are out of ser- 
vice because of the bad Chinese parts, she said. 

Asked whether the CTA is seeking penal- 


ties from Bombardier or taking legal action, 
Sullivan said: “Not at this time. CTA has not 
incurred any extra costs associated with the 
removal of the rail cars from service. The con- 
tract does call for penalties and damages for 
delayed delivery though they do no take ef- 
fect until the end of the contract.” 

CTA inspectors— not Bombardier— blew 
the whistle on the highly suspect parts manu- 
factured by the Sifang steel-casting factory 
CTA officials said. 

Bombardier didn’t notice any problem, Sul- 
livan said. 

One CTA official involved in the investi- 
gation who requested anonymity said: “They 
had a preposterously high rejection rate. Why 
it wasn’t brought to CTA’s attention, we don’t 
know”

Manufacturing company Bombardier Trans- 
portation delivered 54 rail cars to the CTA 
in 2011 that subsequently were pulled from 
service. Most carried passengers until mid- 
December, when CTA President Forrest 
Claypool sidelined them as a precaution and 
ordered Bombardier to immediately halt pro- 
duction. There were no accidents associated 
with defective parts. 

As a result, the CTA was forced to bring back 
retired trains, some dating to the late 1960s and 
well beyond their designed service life, to pre- 
vent disruptions for riders. But the old trains 
are prone to breakdowns and are prohibitively 
expensive to maintain, officials said. 

The stop order on production of the so- 
called 5000 Series cars came in the wake of 
CTA inspections at the Bombardier assembly 
plant in Plattsburgh, N.Y., and at a company 
elsewhere in the U.S. where final machining 
work was performed on castings at the cen- 
ter of a safety investigation, officials said. The 
castings were made by Sifang foundry in Qin- 
gdao, China. 

Last fall, CTA inspectors at first found what 
appeared to be a shoddy exterior finish — one 
inspector said it looked like a severe case of 
chicken pox— on the castings of journal bear- 
ing housings produced by Sifang. 

Many of the castings also appeared to have 
grinding marks on the surface, a sign that at- 
tempts were made to smooth out the face of 
the steel to improve its appearance, the CTA 
investigation found. 

X-rays and other tests subsequently showed 
severe internal defects, including voids, or 
holes, in the steel castings. The holes appar- 
ently were caused by air pockets that became 
trapped in the castings during the manufac- 
turing process and prevented the steel from 
permeating the moldings, officials said, add- 
ing that the holes compromised the structural 
integrity of the castings.

Emotional abuse? 


Makers of ‘Cubs Win!’ 
commercial wanted to 
toy with fans’ emotions

It’s a moment many Cubs fans worry they’ll 
never see: the city in riotous celebration of 
a World Series championship more than 
lOO years in the making. 

The heartbreaker, though, is that “Cubs 
Win!” is a commercial for the new Sony Play- 
Station 3 game “MLB 12 The Show” and not 
real life. But those emotions, the sheer joy of 
victory and the sadness of the return to real- 
ity, were exactly what the creators intended 
to evoke, said Scott McCarthy of Sony Com- 
puter Entertainment America. 


“There have been many, many very, very 
positive reactions, ‘I’m tearing up over here,’ 
reactions, and then there have been some re- 
actions [saying], ‘please don’t do this to me,’ 
from Cubs fans,” he said. 

Jason Elm of Deutsch Los Angeles, the ad 
agency responsible for the spot, said the cre- 
ative team’s writer and art director both are 
Chicagoans, as were the extras and actors in 
the commercial. 

“We really set out to make this authentic 
celebration of what it will be like when it hap- 
pens,” he said. 

The mid-Eebruary shoot took place solely 
at Chicago locations, including Wrigley Eield, 
with select portions (such as the “Cubs win” 
building lights) being added in post-produc- 


tion, Elm said. At Wrigley the roughly 150 ex- 
tras were so enthusiastic that the director was 
blown away he said. 

“Usually the challenge is to whip those peo- 
ple into a believable frenzy and the challenge 
was actually getting them to like stop scream- 
ing and yelling when the tape was over,” Elm 
said. “It was really neat.” 

Though some Cubs fans may have walked 
away from the commercial down in the 
dumps pondering the what-ifs of ultimate vic- 
tory, Elm’s not doubtful at all. He predicts a 
World Series championship. 

“The intent of the commercial was ‘any- 
thing’s possible,’ ” he said. “When it does hap- 
pen— and it will— it’s gonna be great.”

Maybe it’s the promise of spring in the air that is kicking bars all across Chicago into high gear when it 
comes to openings. This week, check out our take on three low-key neighborhood spots that have opened 
their doors during the past few weeks.

The scene: This new sports bar in the old Butterfly 
Social Club space has been open just a few weeks, 
and I won’t lie: When my friend and I arrived 
around 9 p.m. on a recent Saturday, it was dead. A 
small group dressed in business attire (who may 
very well have stopped in after dinner at Piccolo 
Sogno across the street) left soon after we arrived 
and until another pair of girls who lived nearby 
came in, we had the bar to ourselves. It’s clean but 
not overdone. Flatscreens keep it sports-focused. 

The drinks and food: Clover isn’t trying to be 
another upscale sports bar. It has a simple menu of 
beers, but you’ll no doubt find something you like. 


I opted for a couple of bottles of Brooklyn Lager, 
which cost me about $10. 1 thought it would pair 
nicely with the food my friend and I ordered: three 
servings of sausage-and-pepperoni pizza rolls ($5 
an order), ^s, I spent my Saturday night eating 
prepackaged pizza rolls, straight from the toaster 
oven behind the bar. We could have opted for a fro- 
zen pizza (there are a few choices) or just ordered 
delivery to the bar, but why bother? Pizza rolls are 
kind of awesome. 

Bottom line: Looking for a no-frills but non-divey 
place to watch a game? Stop by Don’t expect a 
bustling crowd yet, but with such a friendly staff, 
this is a solid neighborhood spot waiting to be 
discovered. And we did spot something on a sign in 
the bathroom about free hot dogs and chili during 
early March Madness games ...

The scene: Sidecar used to be under-the-Red-Line-honky-tonk bar 
Duke’s, and judging by the comments from the crowd on a recent Sat- 
urday the place has really changed. Most of the bar space was filled by 
7 p.m. with mostly older gay couples, with a few groups even spreading 
out to tables in the side room. There’s no You won’t see a rainbow flag 
out front, but the bar’s LGBT-friendly and run by Colm Treacy (who 

also owns T’s in Andersonville) and his partner, Tom Ho- 
ang. It’s dark and kind of hard to find (No, you’re not 
going down an alley The bar really does face the wall 
holding up the Red Line), but it’s an easy walk from 
nearby draws such as the Mayne Stage Theater. 

The drinks: Sidecar is trying to shake things up in Rog- 
ers Park with a list of $10 classic cocktails, but the price 
doesn’t seem to fit the neighborhood or the quality The 
namesake sidecar was overly sweet and doctored up with a

A not-mixed-enough negroni left me sipping through layers 
of booze.

Bottom line: The drinks missed the mark, but another

Until just a few weeks ago, Wheel House was Wrigleyville 
staple Messner’s. The bar got a facelift on the outside, but things on the inside are looking 
very much the same. Expect plenty of TVs, busy waitresses and loud groups. Overheard from 
my table: An argument as to whether “Semi-Charmed Life” was the most annoying song of all 
time. No way bro. 

The drinks and food: The menu has been updated, and thankfully the/ re keeping it simple. 
People really aren’t looking for more than a good burger when they go to a sports bar, so 
Wheel House tries to accommodate with a long list of burgers named after Cubs personali- 
ties. Not into meat? You could go for the customizable mac ‘n’ cheese or a salad. Looking for 
a snack? A short list of apps includes fried pickles, which were pleasantly crispy and vinegar-y 
but served with a dipping sauce that tasted too much like tartar sauce for my liking. The bottle 
and draft list is longer than expected, with some good Midwestern craft options, but I’d put 
my money on most people here opting for standard domestic pitchers. 

Bottom line: I mean, I guess it’s Wrigleyville? So no matter what, people are going to be 
here. And props to Wheel House for not over-extending on the menu.

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You mentioned that you feel like your character, Harriet, is very 
British. You’ve played a number of characters that, while differ- 
ent, could be put in a category of classy and uptight.

I don’t know, maybe the accent sounds a bit imperious or 
something.
